In London, the dollar closed 
at 2J829 DM, up from Z8170 
overnight; the pound ended at a 
record low of 1 .3269, compared 
with 1.3360 on Wednesday; and 
the yen dosed at 240.40 against 
239.45. In Frankfurt, the dollar 
was 18284 DM in late trading, 
compared with 2£215 the pre- 
vious close. In Paris, the dollar 
was fixed at 8.694 francs, up 
from 8.627 previously, while in 
Tokyo, the d ollar ended at 
240.475 yen, compared with 
239.45. 

In New York, the mark 
closed at 2.8 345; up from 
2.8155. The pound closed at 
13135, down from 13358.

Reagan - 
Cautions 
Jackson on 
Sakharov

DECATUR, Alabama — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has ques- 
tioned the legality of the Rev. Jesse 
L. Jackson's missions of personal 
diplomacy and cautioned against 
his traveling to Moscow to seek the 
release of Andrei D. Sakharov, the 
dissident Soviet physicist. 

In an interview recorded Mon- 
day and released Wednesday, Mr. 
Reiman said that the “law of the 
land’ prohibits private citizens 
from negotiating with foreign gov- 
ernments. 

He added that for Mr. Jackson to 
attempt a mission to Moscow in 
behalf of Mr. Sakharov “ignores 
things that might be going on in the 
quiet diplomatic channels that we 
have going forward." 

Mr. Jackson, a Democratic presi- 
dential contender, has indicated he 
might wish to attempt a Moscow 
mission. 

Mr. Sakharov has not been seen 
since May, when he began a hunger 
strike after the Soviet government 
refused to permit his wife. Yelena 
G. Bonner, to leave the country for 
medical treatment 

“No. we’re not going to take le- 
gal action.” Mr. Reagan said after 
questioning whether Mr. Jackson's 
recent visit to Cuba violated the 
Logan Act which forbids unautho- 
rized negotiations by private citi- 
zens with foreign governments. 
“Bui I do fed that while in this 
instance he was successful there 
were thine that make you pause 
and think." 

The 185-year-old Logan Act has 
rarely been invoked primarily be- 
cause o f difficulties in proof of vio- 
lations under tire broadly worded 
statute. 

The president made his most 
critical comments yet on the for- 
eign travel by Mr. Jackson follow- 
ing assertions by Democrats that 
the outcome of the trips had point- 
ed up ineffectiveness in Mr. Rea- 
gan's foreign policies.

Although the agreement 
does not take into account econom- 
ic aid, officials here said they w ant- 
ed Honduras to receive preferential 
trade status for such products as 
sugar and meat. 

Moreover, military officials said. 


the armed forces want more control 
over U.S. personnel in military ex- 
ercises. and a belter understanding 
of what will happen to facilities 
built by the Americans during the 
exercises. 

One section of the agreement 
slates that military personnel will 
be given diplomatic status while 
they are in the host country. A 
Honduran military officer who has 
participated in the discussions of 
the agreement said officials here 
want to revoke this status. 

“This has to be revised," he said. 
“Honduras has to have more con- 
trol/' 

The agreement also exempts 
U.S military personnel and their 
families from import and export 
duties and exempts military equip- 
ment from such taxes.

By a b-.' vote, the court provided 
the Reagan .tdmmt'UJtion and iu* 
enforcement agencies nationwide 
with a major vtciotv hv creating a 
“good-faith" exception to the so- 
called exclusionary rule 

The rule, which t' often Mamed 
for letting criminal' go free on 
technicalities, has become one of 
the most controversial I.iu-.mJ-or- 
der issues in the United States 

“We conclude." Justice Byron R. 
White wrote for the court, “ih.ir the 
marginal or nonexistent benefit' 
produced by suppressing ev idence 
obtained in objectively ica-on-iMe 
reliance on a subsequently mv alt- 
dated search warrant cannot justify 
the subManti.il cost of exclusion “ 

Justice William J. Brennan, writ- 
ing in dissent, said. “It now appears 
the court's victory over the Fourth 
Amendment is complete." The 
constitutional amendment protects 
against unreasonable police search- 
es and seizures. 

In other decisions Thursday, 
possibly the court’s last day of the 
1983-84 term, the justices: 

• Said, in a t»-2 vote, that the 
U.S. government is not inflicting 
unconstitutional punishment by 
deny ing federal aid to mole college 
students who fail to register for the 
draft. 

• Made another exception to the 
exclusionary rule, deciding by a 5-4 
vote that the rule does not apply to 
a hearing on whether an illegal 
alien should be deported. Noting 
that the Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service apprehends more 
than one million deportable aliens 
each year, the majority opinion 
said that immigration officers can- 
not be expected “to compile elabo- 
rate. contemporaneous, written re- 
ports detailing the circumstances of 
every arrest.”" 

• Said, in a third exclusionary 
rule case, that evidence obtained by 
use of j search warrant is not in- 
validated merely because the police 
have previously made an illegal en- 
try into the premises where the evi- 
dence was found. The vole was 5-4. 

The principal exclusionary rule 
decision did not create an across- 
the-board exception to the rule, 
which bars illegally obtained evi- 
dence from being lised in court. 

The decision, in j California 
case, said nothing about those in- 
stances in which the police violate 
someone's rights in a search or ar-

Currently, only 30 percent of the 
population is within viewing range, 
up from 15 percent in 1980. Mr.

“Seascape: Folkestone" by 
Turner was part of a collection be- 
longing to Lord Clark, the art his- 
torian known the world over as Sir 
Kenneth Clark. He presented Ihe 
British television series “Civilisa- 
tion." 

Lord Gark died in May 19S3. 
and the auction was pan of a sale of 
20U items to raise money to settle 
death duties of about 55.4 million. 
The total sale brought the Gark 
estate more than SI 2 million. Soth- 
eby's said. 

The pointing was nearly with- 
drawn from the sale because of 
disagreement between Lord Clark's 
sons oxer the disposal of their fa- 
ther's estate. They settled their dif- 
ferences exit of court, allowing the 
sate to go ahead. 

The previous record of S6.4 mil- 
lion was for another Turner. "Juliei 
and Her Nurse," sold in New York

Thursday's bid. which with com- 
mission came to £7.37 million, 
went to Leggatt Brothers, the Lon- 
don art dealer, on behalf of an 
unnamed individual. 

Charles Leggatt would not say if 
the painting would leave Britain. 
There has been disquiet in the Brit- 
ish art world over the number of 
masterpieces leaving the country. 

On Tuesday.71 old master draw- 
ings owned by the Duke of Devon- 
shire were auctioned for a total of 
£2! million at a sale where the 
biggest single buyer was the Getty 
Museum in California. 

Foreign buyers are helped by a 


strong dollar and the apparent lack 
of sufficient funds to keep art trea- 
sures in Britain. John Wjlsh. direc- 
tor of the Getty Museum, said 
Wednesday that the museum hud 
nitve than $1.3 million a week u> 
spend. 

The highest price ever paid at 
auction for a work of art was in 
London in December, when a Wot 
German museum consortium paid 
£8.14 million for a 1 2 ih -vermin, 
biblical manuscript. 

The high prices in recent art auc- 
tions go some way to explain why 
the Duke of Devonshire rejected a 
British Museum offer of £5 million 
for his old master drawings, despite 
warning his collection to stay in 
Britain. 

The museum was backed finan- 
cially by the National Heritage Me- 
morial Fund, which receive? its 
money from the government. 

Museum trustees have said they 
will consider whether further ac- 
tion can be taken to retain individ- 
ual items for the nation.

“The theoretical picture of the whole of matter in the iinivcrse seems to 
be coherent now," said Roger Anthonie, a spokesman for CERN, the 
European Laboratory for Particle Physics, on Wednesday. He explained 
that me team, constating of 151 researches beaded by Dr. Carlo Rubbia. 
had “obtained experimental evidence of the existence of the T-top 
quark." 

Noting that the T-top quark was (me of the 12 smallest known buOding 
blocks or matter, Mr. Anlhoine said that scientists had theorized that six 
quarks and six leptons were the most basic components of the universe. 
He said that “five quarks had previously been identified and the present 
observation satisfied theoretical expectations” in respect to the sixth.

with “a downward burst of cool air 
usually recognized by a visible rain- 
shafr under a thundercloud.

A pilot flying into a wind shear 
first encounters excess air moving 
over the plane's wings as the 
spreading of the downburst is to- 
ward the plane.

And im- 
mediately it starts into an area 
where the horizontal spread of air 
is in the same direction the plane is 
flying. The headwind has turned 
into a tail wind The excess airflow 
over the wings has gone, and the 
airflow is abnormally low, bringing 
a loss of lift. This loss, coupled with 
the downward push, can be fatal if 
the microburst is severe enough 
and the plane is at a vety low alti- 
tude. 


Advanced U.S. Hospital Lacks Patients

TULSA Oklahoma — Nearly 
three years ago Oral Roberts, the 
evangelist, dedicated his $150-mi]- 
lion City of Faith, one of the most 
ambitious medical completes ever 
conceived. It has the most ad- 
vanced equipment and dramatic 
architecture — which Mr. Roberts 
says -was designed by God himself 
— and has become a tourist attrac- 
tion. 

All it lacks is patients. 

As Mr. Roberts tells the story, 
God approached him seven years 
ago in the California desen with a 
command: Build a hospital and re- 
search center in Tulsa that would 
combine the best medical care with 
the healing powers of prayer. 

Mr. Roberts, then the nation’s 
top-rated television evangelist, 
obediently reread word of the en- 
counter. ana the money rolled in. 

Now the project is 1 10 floors of 
ghost lawn with a huge deficit that 
has thrown Mr. Roberts’s empire 
into its worst financial crisis. 

‘ The first sign of trouble occurred 
in 1980 when fund raising started 
to sputter. Thai one night, as Mr. 
Roberts tells it. a 900-foot (274- 
meier) Jesus appeared at the con- 
struction site to offer encourage- 
ment. These words, too, were 
relayed to millions. 

The electronic flock responded, 
to the tune of S150 million. 

Mr. Roberts, who says a faith 
healer cured him in his teens of 
tuberculosis and a stutter, was in 
his glory on the splendid ribbon- 
cutting day. Nov. 1. 1981. As digni- 
taries gathered from far and wide, 
as a telegram from President Ron- 
ald Reagan was read, the former 
tent preacher proclaimed that the 
City of Faith would be the Mayo 
Clinic of the Southwest He pre- 


dicted that a cure for cancer might 
be discovered there. 

As he spoke, behind him stood 
three futuristic golden towers of 60. 
30 and 20 stories, rising out of a 
mirrored, four-story base. 

The medical facility itself was

the City of Faith. 

It has not worked that way. In

Even though contributions to 
Mr. Roberts’s various ministries re- 
portedly exceed $60 million a year, 
he has lost 43 percent of his TV 
audience since his pc?!: year' of 
1977. according to Arbiin.n rat- 
ings. His weekly show now rescies 
1.6 million families through -213 
stations. 

Some speculate (hat Mr. Rob- 
erts’s incessant fund-raising for the 
hospital has driven viewers an ay. 
Other say the divorce and remar- 
riage of his son and heir apparent. 
Richard, may have affected his fol- 
lowing. 

And the publication several 
years ago of an expose of Mr. Rob- 
erts's lavish lifestyle by a disillu- 
sioned former employee, probably 
did not help. 

If Mr. Roberts is at a low ebb 
right now. he is u man who lives by 
his mono — “Expect a miracle." 
He has bounced hack before from 
searing personal tragedy — the sui- 
cide of a son. the death of a daugh- 
ter and son-in-law in an airplane 
crash, and the death of a grandson 
the day after he was horn. 

“I love Oral Roberts." said Nan- 
cy Epp. a hospital cafeteria woiker 
who moved here three years ago 
from Tennessee “on the call of 
God." 

“Sometimes God's riming is not 
our liming," she said. “Even if the 
City of Faith were to clo>e down, it 
doesn't mean it was a mistake."

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U.S. Still Strengthening 
Forces in the Caribbean 

Profile Remains High in Grenada; 
Training Is Stepped Up Elsewhere

ST. GEORGE'S. Grenada — 
Eight months after the invasion ot 
Grenada, the United States is 
steadily putting more muscle into 
the security forces that keep watch 
over a half-dozen islands strung 
across the Caribbean. 

The U.S. military profile remains 
highest in Grenada, where U.S. 
Coast Guard cutters patrol off St 
Georges harbor, army helicopters 
shadow the beaches and jeeps of 
the military police patrol lush val- 
leys filled with banana and bread- 
fruit trees. 

But the Pentagon has stepped up 
framing and supply activities in 
other islands as well, from Jamaica 
in the west to Barbados in the easL 
II has sent Green Berets, members 
of the army's Special Forces, to 
train their security units and 
shipped in uniforms and stoves, 
automatic weapons and patrol 
boats to upgrade their military 
stocks. 

In Grenada. U.S. officials report, 
the United States is preparing to 
enter a normally off-limits area — 
police training — to speed the day 
when the 200 or so U.S. troops can 
be withdrawn. 

Leftists say the Reagan adminis- 
tration is strengthening the security 
network to suppress popular leftist 
movements. 

Some Caribbean leaders say the 
United States should do still more, 
including sponsoring a regional 
eastern Caribbean array to supple- 
ment the islands' individual de- 
fenses. 

; Among the nine states of the 
English-speaking Caribbean, only 
Tour — Jamaica. Andgua-Barbuda, 
Barbados and Trinidad-Tobago — 
have military forces. The biggest of 
them is Jamaica’s 1.700-member 


Defense Force. The other islands 
have only police. 

"The smaller islands need a re- 
gional defense force." said John 
Osbome of the island of Montser- 
rat He is chairman of the six-island 
Organization of Eastern Caribbean 
States. 

A few men with guns. Mr. Os- 
bome said, could overwhelm a gov- 
ernment on one of the tiny island 
slates. 

Secretary of State George P. 
Shultz of United States, visiting the 
Caribbean in February, said Wash- 
ington would consider helping es- 
tablish a collective military force. 

The Barbados military then pre- 
sented U.S. officials with a blue- 
print for an 1.800-member regional 
army, costing at least StiO million to 
set up. But the Reagan administra- 
tion has not embraced the expen- 
sive plan. 

"It's on the back burner," said a 
UJ5. diplomat in the region, who 
spoke on condition that he not be 
identified. He said the first priority 
was to develop airlift capability for 
the "regional security system"’ that 
already exists. 

Under that system, six eastern 
Caribbean governments — Barba- 
dos. Amigua-Barbuda. St. Kitts- 
Nevis. Dominica. St. Lucia and Sl 
V incent-Grenadines — have 
agreed to consider sending their 
own forces to other islands if asked 
to do so in emergencies. 

This two-year-old “paper" ar- 
rangement for collective defense 
was offered as the legal basis for 
the October 1983 invasion of Gre- 
nada by more than 5.000 U.S. 
Army and Marine troops and sev- 
eral hundred soldiers and police 
from Jamaica and the eastern Ca- 
ribbean allies.

od. about 60 U.S. Army Special 
Forces instructors in Jamaica and 
six other islands provided basic in- 
fantry training to hundreds of Ca- 
ribbean soldiers and police, the 
units that rotate in and out of Gre- 
nada. 

U.S. law normally prohibits po- 
lice training, but selected consta- 
bles from Sl VincenL Sl Lucia and 
other islands are designated as 
"special services," or paramilitary . 
units. 

"Now. if a crisis arises, they can 
take off their police uniforms, put 
on military uniforms, pick up their 
M-16s and serve as infantry,” said 
a U.S. Embassy official in Barba- 
dos. 

In May, the United States deliv- 
ered a 65-foot ocean-going patrol 
boat to each of three islands — 


Antigua, Dominica and Sl Lucia. 
Three-member US. Coast Guard 
teams are now training new coast 
guardsmen in those small states. 

A Grenadian police force of up 
to 500 members is being trained at 
a police academy in Barbados and 
by the British, the former colonial 
power. Once the force is ready, the 
U.S. and Caribbean units can lea** 
Grenada. 

The United States has now of- 
fered to help speed the task by 
conducting basic training to weed 
out unqualified police candidates.

Greeks 9 Antipathy Slows 
Plan for Nudist Resorts

ATHENS — Greece’s efforts to 
introduce official nudist resorts on 
a large scale this year have failed 
because of a lack of public support. 

Largely overcoming the once-vo- 
riferous objections of the Greek 
Orthodox Church, tire government 
sought public approval at the local 
level. But the average Greek just 
does not seem to like the idea. 

Eleni Bonou. who is responsible 
for the project in the National 
Tourist Organization of Greece, 
said that local governing bodies ap- 
proved only two of 20 applications 
made for nudist resorts. Problems 
remain even with those two, and 
the earliest they can open is the 
summer of 1985. 

The government wanted several 
resorts to open this summer to at- 
tract more high-income travelers 
among what it says are 40 million 
na tuns is worldwide. 

The considerations are econom- 
ic. stemming from the awareness 
that all of Greece's major competi- 
tors in the Mediterranean tourist 
trade benefit from the fact that 
they have official nudist resorts. 

N ik os Skoulas, the secretary gen- 
eral of the tourist office, said that 
Spain and Yugoslavia are each host 
to up to half a million nndists each 
year, and that Greece’s target is the 
same figure. This would be 9 per- 
cent of the current tourist total and 
would bring in at least $300 million 
more. 

"We have an enormous potential 
to develop this sector of the tour- 


ism trade." he said. “Since one of • 
our priority targets is to attract; 
more high-income travelers, we cer- ■ 
lainly cannot abandon this pro- • 
jecL"

The Amnesty International re- 
port made no mention of the other 
two dissidents who the former pro- 
fessor said had been arrested, Tran 
Da Tu. a poet, and Dang Giaa a 
journalist.

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The Biggest Tax Haven 


Move over Netherlands Antilles. Watch out. 
Swiss hankers. Uncle Sam is setting up his own 
tax haven. No more need to create dummy 
corporations or sacrifice interest in numbered 
accounts. Big-time tax avoiders may soon be 
able to get the high interest and security of 
U.S. Treasury and triple-A corporate bonds 
without fear of the tax collector. 

This opportunity is provided by the big lax 
bill recently passed by Congress, which repeals 
tax withholding on interest paid to foreign 
investors. The repeal opens the way for the 
U.S. Treasury, along with corporate borrow- 
ers. to take full advantage of the sometimes 
shady billions floating around the anonymous 
Eurobond market. The Treasury usually fa- 
vors extension rather than repeal of withhold- 
ing measures. But its need for new markets for 
its burgeoning debt has overshadowed its tra- 
ditional commitment to honest tax-paying. 

The respectable argument for repeal of with- 
holding is that it will remove artificial barriers 
to the free flow or capital. But for most foreign 
investors, tax withholding is a barrier to buy- 
ing U.S. securities only if they want to cheat 
their own countries' tax systems. Most coun- 
tries have signed treaties with the United 
States which, in return for concessions impor- 
tant to the United States, either eliminate or 
reduce withholding for their citizens. The only 
catch is that, to benefit from treaty exemptions 
or credits, foreign investors have to let their 
own governments know about their invest- 
ment income, which many do not want to do. 


While supporters of repeal prefer to speak of 
tax “sheltering" rather than ugly old tax cheat- 
ing. there is no ambiguity about the expected 
source of interest among foreign investors. 
Experts advise the Treasury that it will not be 
able to peddle its securities in the Eurobond 
market unless it eliminates all disclosure re- 
quirements and. either directly or indirectly, 
converts to the anonymous bearer bonds trad- 
ed on the Eurobond market — propositions 
that the Treasury is now considering. 

The Treasury Department hopes that at- 
tracting more Foreign capital will hdp reduce 
U.S. interest rates and hence lower the value of 
the dollar on foreign exchanges. But in the 
short run. as some people predicted, repeal of 
withholding added to upward pressure on the 
dollar. The dollar not only surged on the news 
that repeal had passed, bill even rose 10 days 

earlier on a premature rumor of passage. That 
is more bad news for U.S. exports. 

This blatant attempt to persuade foreign 
investors to finance still more of the ll.S. debt 
will not endear America to allies who are 
struggling with recovery problems far more 
severe than America's. Nor will it make them 
inclined to help the United Slates trade down 
its own big-time tax avoiders when they take 
refuge in foreign markets. If Congress does not 
find the idea of convening America into the 
world's largest tax haven repugnant enough in 
itself, perhaps these more practical consider- 
ations will persuade it to change its mind.

Playing Visa Politics 


It bears saying again; Americans are the 
losers whenever a politically controversial for- 
eigner is denied a visit to the United Stales. 
Americans were the gainers when the Reagan 
administration reversed itself and admitted 
Roberto d’Aubuissen. the Salvadoran rightist. 
Like it or not. he is an influential figure, the 
runner-up in a presidential election, and his 
views need to be heard and examined Bui this 
argument cuts across the spectrum. 

To give an evenhanded appearance to its 
past exclusion of Mr. d'Aubuisson, the admin- 
istration also denied visas to Guillermo Ungp 
and Ruben Zamora, political allies of the left- 
ist insurgents. In the case of Mr. Uogo, a 
Social Democrat, it was alleged that on a 
previous trip he collected money for guerrillas. 


Mr. Zamora was accused of failing to con- 
demn the killing of a U.S. military adviser. 

Both allegations were denied just as Mr. 
d'Aubuisson denied any part in a recent plot to 
kill Thomas Pickering, the U.S. ambassador to 
El Salvador. But American critics were finally 
able to confront the rightist leader. 

His admission was also defended as a way of 
encouraging him to play by democratic rules. 
But by what democratic rule is the exclusion of 
Mr. Ungo and Mr. Zamora justified? Visas are 
not merit badges; admission does not imply 
approval of any visitor's politics. It offers 
Americans a chance to test the soundness of 
those beliefs — a test that the administration's 
arguments for exclusion continue to falL

If She Helps the Ticket 


On one side. Walter Mondale has been hear- 
ing some infuriating demands. If be wants to 
win in November, feminists say, he has to 
nominate a woman to run with him. Other- 
wise. Judy Goldsmith, president of the Na- 
tional Organization for Women, has said, “I 
don't know how we can go out to women and 
say 'Here’s something to work for.’ " 

On the other side, traditionalists sputter at 
what sounds like imperious presumption. The 
test of a candidate, they pronounce, should not 
be gender but qualification to be president. 

It is a dismaying dialogue on both sides. 

The feminists suffer from a crippling coarse- 
ness of style. They may sometimes feel embat- 
tled, driven to shrillness. But if, as a matter of 
pure political arithmetic, they are right about 
putting a woman on the ticket, that should be 
obvious to any serious pr eaidential candidate. 
If not, issuing threats sounds even more shrill. 

Yet to be shrill is no worse than to be 
righteous, like the people who say the women 
vice presidential candidates so far proposed 
lack the requisite standing and experience. 
Why, it is said, none of them is even a senator. 

Where is it written that only senators are 
qualified to become president? Surely Ronald 
Reagan does not subscribe to that maxim. Or 
that mere representatives are not qualified, 
like Geraldine Ferraro of Queens? Represen- 
tative Morris UdalL who lost New Hampshire 
to Jimmy Carter by a hair in 1 976, must surely 


disagree. So must a longtime congressman 
from Michigan named Gerald Ford. 

Where is it written that governors and may- 
ors, like Dianne Feinstein of San Francisco, 
are too local, too provincial? That did not stop 
Richard Nixon from picking Spiro Agnew, a 
suburban politician who became governor of 
Maryland. Remember the main foreign affairs 
credential of Georgia’s Governor Carter; He 
was a member of the Trilateral Commission. 

Presidential candidates have always chosen 
their running mates for reasons of practical 
demography, not idealized democracy. One 
might even say demography is destiny: This 
candidate was chosen because be could deliver 
Texas, that one because he personified recti- 
tude, that ooe because he appealed to the other 
wing of the party. On occasion, Americans 
find it necessary to rationalize tins rough-and- 
ready process. What a splendid system, they 
say, that takes little-known men, tests them in 
high office and permits them to grow into 
statesmen. This rationale may even be right, 
but then let it also be fair. Why shouldn't a 
tittle-known woman have that opportunity? 

The United States may even be gradually 
elevating its standards for choosing vice presi- 
dential candidates. But that should be done 
fairly, also. Meanwhile, the indispensablecre- 
dential for a Woman Who is the same as for a 
Man Who — one who helps the ticket.

Lebanon is Lebanese Business 

Again there is the glimmer of hope that 
{Lebanese leaders] are edging toward a modus 
vivendi in the greater Beirut area which would 
permit a semblance of normal life and provide 
a basis for political reforms in the future.

1909: Turkey- vs. Russia in Persia 
ST. PETERSBURG — The Persian situation 
has now become the chief subject or discussion 
in the press.

1934: Dock Crisis in San Francisco 
SAN FRANCISCO — After hours of the 
severest strike rioting the country has wit- 
nessed in years, in which eighteen persons were 
wounded [on July 5J by gunfire, several of 
them critically, and scores of others were 
gassed or injured by dubs and stones, Acting- 
Governor Frank Merriam ordered the Nation- 
al Guard to take over the San Francisco water- 
front as attempts by the dty's Industrial 
Association to break the longshoremen's 
blockade threatened further serious violence. 
As the Acting-Governor prepared to proclaim 
martial law, 2.000 militiamen with full field 
equipment moved into the strike zone. Little 
progress is being made by President Roose- 
velt's special mediation board, whose propos- 
als for arbitration of the dispute have been 
rgecled by both shippers and longshoremen. 
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How to Reduce the Deficit? Give Away $10 Billion 


W ASHINGTON — Congress, 
the White House and some of 
America's largest corporations, 
working together, have put over a 
huge tax grab that will cost the na- 
tion's citizens billions of dollars. 

What the headlines said last week 
was that Congress had passed the 
Deficit Reduction Act of 1984, re- 
ducing federal spending by S!3 bil- 
lion and raising taxes by S50 billion.

What Lbe headlines did not say was 
that this complex bill contains hun- 
dreds of tax changes, including some 
outrageous new loopholes and give- 
aways for big corporations. 

The biggest one — a forgiveness of 
$10 billion to SI2 billion in taxes for 
General Electric, Boeing, McDon- 
nell-Douglas. Allied Chemical Dow 
and others using an export-incentive 
shelter called DISC — was engi- 
neered on behalf of the Reagan ad- 
ministration by Senator Bob Dole, 
the Kansas Republican who chairs 
the Senate Finance Committee. 

There are other special-interest lax 
benefits that Mr. Dole and the Dem- 
ocratic chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, Daniel Ros- 
lenkowski. allowed to get through in 
what was touted as a “deficit reduc- 


tion" bill. For example, by repealing 
a 30-percent withholding tax on in- 
terest payments to foreigners. Con- 
gress effectively wiped out future tax- 
ation on interest paid by the Treasury 
and corporations to foreigners. This 
creates an enormous new tax-evasion 
scheme, with the United Stales re- 
placing the Netherlands Antilles as 
the main global tax haven. 

Also created was a new demand for 
dollar investments, putting further 
pressure on worldwide interest rales 
al a time when the Third World is in 
trouble trying to pay off existing debt 
at the current high rates. 

But the giveaway of S10 billion to 
$12 billion takes the cake. 

The bill forgives ail taxes on S25 
billion m deferred income earned by 
coroorations since 1971 through 
DISC subsidiaries — paper entities 
created for the express purpose of 
sheltering export-related income 
from taxation. “Some of the members 
of the House committee never knew 
what was going on or what they were 
voting for," says an insider. 

The DISC idea — the acronym 
stands for Domestic International 


Sales evaporation — was sold by the 
Nixon administration in 1971 as a tax 
“deferral" plan to stimulate exports. 
All a corporation had to do was cre- 
ate a paper subsidiary — it needn't 
have employees, operations or any 
substance whatever. Export income 
would be channeled through DISC. 
Half of that income was tax-free so 
long as the income was held in DISC 
ana reinvested in export trade. 

The taxes were said to be “de- 
ferred" to make it kosher under the 
international trade rules of GATT. 
Bat this enormous gift — an export 
subsidy Americans never talk about 
while complaining about other na- 
tions' unfair subsidies — kept on 
growing and brought increased ob- 
lections from European nations that 
the GATT riles were being violated. 

Under pressure from the White 
House, Mr. Dole contrived a way of 
meeting these objections by changing 
the DISC device into one called For- 
eign Sales Corporation. FSCs, also 
subsidiaries of toe U.S. corporations,

Italian Roulette: Will Algeria Ever Come Round? 


C ANNES, France— The ascent of the Italian 
Communist Party to become Italy's leading 
political party, and the simultaneous descent of 
the French Communists, unable to summon 
more than 11 percent of the vote in the recent 
elections for the European Parliament, have pro- 
voked an interesting mtra-Communist polemic. 

A French Communist intellectual wrote that 
the success of the Italian party was a result of 
“the moral wreckage” of Italy, which happily was 
not the condition in Franca. The Italian Commu- 
nist paper, L'Unitiu made a lively response. 

The Frenchman, L'UnitA said, “seems igno- 
rant of the fact that Italian society has for 10 
years resisted a bloody terrorism, meant to desta- 
bilize and destroy the very foundations of the 
democratic state, doing so without ever aban- 
doning its confidence in democracy, its institu- 
tions and its democratic parties, including in the 
front rank, the Italian Communist Party.” 

The Italian comment thus put Italian Commu- 
nism on the same plane — albeit in the leading 
role — as lbe Christian Democrats, Socialists, 
Radicals and other democratic parties. Indeed, 
by describing them as “democratic” it broke with 
the rule by whicb a Marxist-Leninist party 
should condemn all others as mere agencies of 
reactionary or oppressive interests. 

The Italian Communists have firmly and con- 
sistently backed the Italian state's decade-long 
straggle against terrorism. Despite intense pro- 
vocation, and the resort to some laws of excep- 
tion, Lfaat struggle has not only succeeded but 
has merited general admiration for its decency, 
determination and lawfulness. 

Yet this same Italian government is by general

consent unworthy of a modem West European 
nation. Its institutions have long been penetrated 
by special interests and party profiteering. They 
have too often been corrupted, by organized 
crime or self-serving conspiracies — of which the 
P-2 Masonic lodge provides the most recent, 
shocking and politically disquieting example. 
Italians deserve better than tins. 

“We wait for our Algeria 1958,” an Italian 
diplomat declares. “We have been waiting for a 
shock which would finally cause the system to 
collapse,” as France's Fourth Republic foun- 
dered under the contradictions of a colonial war 
that it could not win and for which it lacked solid 
political support in France. That Fourth Repub- 
lic was succeeded by General de Gaulle ana the 
efficient new institutions of the Fifth Republic. 

The trouble is that Italy’s “Algerian’ keep 
coining — and going. The diplomat remarked 
that the Arab ofl boycott and subsequent energy 
crisis in 1973-1974 should have beat too much 
for the Italian state to sunnounL They were noL 

Terrorism should have brought down the gov- 
ernment. The squalor of public institutions was a 
major factor provoking the rise of the Red Bri- 
gades. whose avowed aim was to force the gov- 
ernment to reveal its “objective' 1 fascism and 
discard what were held to be its mere pretentions 
to democracy. In the event, nothing of the kind 
happened. The terrorists were directively and 
constitutionally pursued by uncorrupted carabi- 
nieri. and were prosecuted and jaded. 

The state has proved a compliant partner in 


Italian society's resourceful response to the 
structural economic problems of the late 1970s 
and the 1980s when, as in all the advanced 
economies, shifting demand, new patterns of 
competition and the burden of established forms 
of social -insurance have contributed to the de- 
cline of traditional industries and the rise of 
unemployment In Italy, an unprecedented and 
extremely creative “black" or illegal productive 
sector emerged, and industrial readaptation pro- 
ceeded painfully but with substantial success. 
Again, a crisis was surmounted. 

Between 1972 and 1982, Italy maintained the 
second best (official} growth rate of the major 
West European nations Oust behind France), 
achieved a tolerable unemployment rate (10 per- 
cent in 1984, less than the European Community 
average) and sharply reduced inflation (S percent 
is currently forecast by the OECD). 

Whether this ability to surmount challenges 
despite ramshackle state institutions, to keep 
evading that Italian “Algeria,'’ is really a good 
thing for Italy is a question to which the foreign 
observer dares offer no answer. Is it a demonstra- 
tion of fatalism, or of an astounding and brilliant 
defiance of fate? What would Italy — and Eu- 
rope — be like if the Italians did have serious, 
efficient, energetic government? 

A conventioneering Italian businessman here 
in Cannes said to me a few days ago, apropos the 
newest challenge to Europe from Asian trade and 
industry: “The world is round. Irwill be our turn 
again one day.” Well, yes. But are Italians really 
willing to wait that long?

Let Mondale Just Choose the Best Person, Period 


P ARIS — Now that the United 
States has celebrated another 
birthday, it is a moment to think of 
what it means to be a year older. One 
definite change that has come in this 
political season concerns the conven- 
tional assumption about qualifica- 
tions for the U.S. presidency. 

It used to be said that any Ameri- 
can boy could grow up to be presi- 
dent, but it used really to mean any 
while boy, in fact any white Protes- 
tant boy, indeed any while Protestant 
boy not -from the South. 

Whatever else has come in the af- 
termath of the primaries, Walter 
Mondale has broken some more bar- 
riers in his approach to selecting a 
vice presidential running mate. For it 
cannot be forgotten that a vice presi- 
dent is not just the bottom half of a 
ticket. He or she is the designated 
successor to the White House. 

The response to Mr. Mondale's 
rather awkward and demonstrative 
series of interviews for the slot has 
created a new awareness that old lim- 
its have been transcended. America 
has grown up enough to be able to 
consider a woman, a black, perhaps 
a member of any of the minorities 
besides WASPs, as a possibility, 
without automatic shock. 

That is solid achievement It is a 
gain for all Americans, not just be- 
cause it offers a new source of pride 
for special groups but because it en- 
larges the resource of talent on which 
the country can expea to draw. 

Fine. But it is not a reason for 
choosing a specific person. National 
office cannot be subjected to a quota

system. Two people are to be elected 
to bead the government, not two 
sexes or two colors. 

John Kennedy did not become the 
first non- Protestant president be- 
cause it was time for Catholics to 
have a turn.

What used to be considered handi- 
caps were overcome by a maturing 
sense that equal opportunity meant 
dropping categorical blocks, not just 
shifting them.

Often, particularly when 
they ran for vice president, they are 
catapulted right out again and quick- 
ly forgotten. That is not a credit to 
the method of selection. 

The best candidate to run until Mr. 
Mondale will be the one who best 
illustrates that he or she is able and 
eager to form a government team 
with people of proven competence at 
the top, regardless of whom they rep- 
resent. There is no apprenticeship for 
ihepreadency.butthffeisaijeedfor 
substantive background. •

and endless “national emergencies." 
As late as 1977, for example, many 
regulations were still based on the 
“emergency” of World War H. 

The 1977 law required a presidem 
to follow certain procedures in, fw 
example, imposing a foreign econcrav 
ic embargo. Except in time of actual 
war, Congress said, be must first find 
an external threat declare a national 
emergency, if possible consult with 
Congress and in any event report to 
Congress every six months thereafter. 
The law also included a grandfather 
clause allowing existing emergency 
regulations to continue. 

When the Reagan administration 
banned travel to Cuba in 1982, it 
claimed to be acting under the grand- 
father clause. The United States has 
had a trade embargo on Fidel Cas- 
tro's Cuba since 1962; the familial 
example is the exclusion of Havana 
cigars. The administration said travel 
came under the economic boycott. 

The precise legal question was 
what Congress intended in the grand- 
father clause. Legislative history is 
often ambiguous, bul here it pointed 
overwhelmingly in one direction: 
that Congress did not mean to let 
trade embargoes be extended to new 
matters. A clause giving a broader 
scope -to the grandfather clause was 
deleted from the bill in committee. 

Anyone who doubts that legislative 
hi stray can be so convincing need 
only read the opinions in Regan vs, 
Wald. The dissent by Justice Black- 
mun, joined by Justices Brennan, 
Marshall and Powell, canvassed the 
history with meticulous care. In a 
brief separate opinion Justice Powell 
said he thought the administration 
may well have been wise to ban travel 
to Cuba, but that the Btackmun ana- 
lysis “unmistakably demonstrates” 
that it could not do so this way. 

The majority opinion, by Justice 
RehnquisL was cavalier in its treat- 
ment of the legislative history, brush- 
ing aside facts that did not fit what 
was evidently a preordained conclu- 
sion. If Justice Rehnquist seemed 
merely to go through the motions of 
analysis, mat was because analysis 
was less important , to him than an 
underlying premise (hat courts must 
allow presidents broad power to act 
as they think best in the interest of 
national security and foreign policy. 

The Justice Department had struck 
the some note in asking the Supreme 
Court to stay, and then reverse, a 
unanimous derision against the ban 
by the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
Fust GrcuiL To let die decision 
stand, the department argued, would 
raise troubling problems for the pres- 
ident's conduct of foreign policy, de- 
nying him needed “flexibility 1 * 

But the talk of foreign policy dan- 
ger was irrelevant. Remuring the 
president to comply with tne 1977 act 
would not have kept him from ban- 
ning travel to Cuba. It would only 
have made him follow some not-vexy- 
burdensome rules, and account to 
Congress. The Reagan administra- 
tion was determined to avoid even 
that mini mum level of accountabil- 
ity. That is what the case was about. 

The court was asked to do a rather 
modest tiling; say that the president 
must turn square comers. Instead 'it 
said he can do do wrong. That is what 
makes the decision so important, and 
so' ominous to those who believe in 
the Madisonian system of limited 
and divided governmental power. 

During the Korean War 32 years 
ago, the Supreme Court held, despite 
real national security concerns, that 
President Truman went beyond his 
authority when he seized steel mills to 
avoid a strike; The decision has been 
a landmark of American freedom, an 
assurance that even presidents have 
to follow the rules. Is it still?

He was a man, probably small, who listened more than he spoke. 
He was shrewd hire a businessman and as guarded in his statements. 
He had a sooth German accent He sat back in his chair watching 
people, moving his chin, his eyes following the smoke from his cigar. 
His mouth was pursed, the lower Hp jutting, the nose long. His eyes 
, became snail as pinpoints when he suddenly looked at someone 
’ sharply, like a rodent Though he could make a cutting remark, 
penetrating someone’s mental meanderings, generally he was mus- 
ing, attentive or mildly amused. He wore a German worker’s blue 
jacket with a low, open collar. It made his neck and throat seem, at 
times, poised to withdraw like a turtle’s. This 1 thought his most 
remarkable, touching feature. His hair, cut very short, ended in an 
untidy fringe on his forehead. That he was randy well-shaven and 
that he wore that jacket seemed to be for deliberate effect 
Brecht and Ruth Berian, the Danish woman with whom be was 
living, were baffling. She in her 30s, he in his 40s, seemed ancient, 
and odd ip their way of goading me. Brecht’s unwashed appearance, 
the smell of agar smoke and drinks that always hung around the 
studio, (he smart cracks and tired cynicism of his friends, and 
everyone’s outdated bourgeois mannerisms confused me. 1 could not 
understand that old and tried revolutionaries behaved like that. 

When they were not all theorizing or telling jokes, Brecht himself 
told dry little stories: How he had been stopped by the police when 
out walking in California, where — if you used your legs and not 
your wheels — you were suspect. How he had seen leftist European 
intellectuals, now successful in Hollywood, ordering servants to 
throw them into the swimming pool in order to sober up. And how, 
when he had been asked all over the world, especially in Moscow, if 
he was a member of the Communist Party, he bad always answered: 
“Read what I write.” 

O nce I dropped in at the studio when on my way to eat He was 
hungry, too, so he came along. I took him to a Waldorf Cafeteria 
on Lexington Avenue. The name intrigued Him, so fancy for some- 
thing so ordinary. He had never been in a cafeteria. Wary, he 
followed me in everything I did: got a tray, got silver, got a glass, 
stood in line to catch the eye of the bored attendant We sat down 
together at one of the tables. At the others, in nridaftemoon in 
winter, were elderly men, not quite down and 'out, most of them 
without color, all of them alone. Brecht's eyes moved briskly. He was 
learning. 

“The Threepenny Opera” had been part of my childhood, when 
everyone was humming or quoting bits from iL A young Italian who 
worked for my father, who wore boots and sported a pearl -handled 
revolver, impressed my brother and me by hammering out “Mack the 
Knife” so sternly that he made the upright piano shake and dance. 

1 saw “The Threepenny Opera” for the first time in the 1950s, 
Marc Bli totem's translation, in New York. In the late 1 920s, middie- 
class Germans appreciated Brecht's brutal wit, pleased to be taken 
seriously enough to be caricatured. And Wall's songs touched the 
nerve of old German Romanticism, only haif-buned under the 
tough, jazzy tunes. But three decades later in New York, the gutter 
dang, the rubbmg-your-nose-in-lhe-dirt lesson, the European caba- 
ret style, the typical German roughness and solemnity seemed stilted 
and out of date. It reminded the audience not of what one disliked 
about society, but of what erne disliked about Germany. 

The top of the grand piano in Brecht's unkempt studio on 57th 
Street was littered with books on Villon, Celine. WerfeL (He had 
cooperated and I think quarreled with Franz WerfeL over a version 
of “The Song of Bernadette." For this 1 finally did make drawings, 
winch Brecht accepted. He never paid me for them, however.) And 
there were his own manuscripts and letters. 

He had just finished “The Chalk Circle.” He lent us this and “The 
Good Woman of Setznan” and a volume of poems be wrote in 
Denmark when first in bole. These were short the sometimes 
cumbersome German l a nguage reduced to clear, common words. 
They were not angry or teaching but amply about daily events and 
the homesick loneliness of a poet 

And then there was “The Children’s Crusade.” a long poem. I 
undertook to make a lithograph of iL To ou tline the several types of 
children and situations described in a single image was c o mplicated. 

I had little experience and my pen line was awkward. But I was able 
to sustain the emotion thai nan mnrh» mi*, want to do it in the first 
place aH through the making of the lithograph. It was the first time a 
special feeling had made me do and cany through a picture. 

It was about children from countries torn by war and revolution 
trudgi n g through a snowy no man’s land. While their fathers were 
killing each other they were scavengers together. The little girl 
delraising the boy, the Jew, the cripple, the Nazi, children of all ages 
and classes were banded together. Not directed by causes or gain, 
they were savages, innocent and pure, in the wilderness. ■ 


Another Go at Hemingway 


P ARIS — Since “A Farewell to 
Arms” with Gary Cooper and Helen 
Hayes in 1932, many writers, in- 
cluding William Faulkner, have 
tried with varying degrees of unsuccess to 
adapt Ernest Hemingway to films and televi- 
sion. Robert L. Joseph is the latest to try: He 
has turned the slim, taut (206 pages in paper- 
back) “The Sun Also Rises” into a four-hour 
TV mini-series now being shot in France and 
Spain. 

The first question, though perhaps uot the 
most polite one, is why uot leave the book 
alone? 

“There is always a clear and present dan- 
ger of rationalizing yourself into a good job, 
which this is. by saying let’s have another go 
at poor Ernest Hemingway,” Joseph says. 
He is a chatty and astute man, a cascade of 
jowls in heavy-rimmed eyeglasses who met 
Hemingway a few times in the 1950s. Jo- 
seph's rati onaliza tion is that be sees himself 
as Hemingway’s surrogate. 

'“1 ask myself, if Hemingway had to earn 
his living as a screenwriter, what would he do 
with this story? Nowit is a bit presumptuous 
to speak for the dead and to speak for a 
genius. But if not me, who? If not now, 
when? 

“Hemingway was a very commercial writ- 
er. He didn’t write for the Tulane Review or 
some paper with an editor with frayed cuffs 
and leaky rubbers and cracked glasses In 
other words, what we tend to do is take a 
commercial writer who becomes a genius 
and say you can't touch him because he’s 
sacrosancL The fact is that he wrote to be 
read. 

“Now if we can get 50 million people to 
catch a smell of Hemingway, to see a piece 
that says war is hell in colorfuL vivid and 
sensual terms, who are we hurling? Who are 
we hurting? Ten purists who won’t watch it 
anyway will say how could you do that? But 
they don't go to movies andthey rarely go to

theater and they like ‘Beowulf and ‘Samson 
Agonistes’ and three obscure poems by Ezra 
Pound. There comes a time when intellectu- 
aitsm is really gross." 

“The Sun Also Rises," published in 1926, 
is set mostly in Paris and Pamplona and 
centers cm Jake Barnes, an American news- 
paperman made impotent by a World War I 
wound. Lady (Brett) Ashley, a warmhearted 
nymphomaniac who loves him, and their 
circle of expatriate friends. The NBC mini- 
series is directed by James Goldslone and 
stars Hart Bochner as Jake and Jane Sey- 
mour as Brett. A very minor character in the 
book. Georgette, the tart with bad teeth, has 
been expanded into Stephane Audran, a dis- 
tinguished French actress with fine chop- 
pers. “The Sun Also Rises” was made into an 
awful film in 1957 starring Tyrone Power 
and Ava Gardner. 

“Why bury a masterpiece because Zanuck 
made a mistake?" says Bob Joseph. “He gpt 
a director who had never been to Europe, 
Henry King, be cast it with middle-aged 
people which was a disaster. Hemingway 
was writing about young people in their 
20s." (The three main characters are, in fact 
34 years old; their friends are presumably of 
the same age.) 

A mericans in their 20s are buying Hem- 
ingway like mad, according to Joseph. 
Since they know nothing of war (Goldstone, 
the director, look his cast to visit the D-Day 
graveyards), Joseph, who is co-producing the 
mini-series, looks on his adaptation as an 
anti-war document and as an introduction to 
World War I. “World War I was the most 
undenated war,” he says. 

“Kids today have blurred the two wars: 
World War I is blended into World War II. 
I've changed it so Jake is not wounded at the 
Italian front but with the French because 
most Americans don’t know that the Italians 
were on our side in World War 1. 

“There’s a battle scene where we actually 
see Jake wounded and I've tried to create an 
ambience of amputees to remind people 
whai Paris and London looked like after 
World War L When Hemingway wrote, the 
streets were peopled with cripples, amputees 
and penile on little platforms. The stink of 
World War I was everywhere so be didn’t 
have to write about the war. Hemingway 
tried to say war is heD by doing it in thecaftis 
and bullfights and sex encounters and a lot 
of smoking and drinking because be was a 
commercial writer. Shakespeare used melo- 
drama in ‘Macbeth’ and Hemingway ex- 
ploited human frailties, and if Fox is willing 
to pay up some money and NBC is willing to 
put it on, nobody's going to be ashamed.” 
Joseph, 60, is equally at home in the 
worlds of culture and commerce. The son of

New York City’s longtime comptroller. 
Lazarus Joseph, he wrote his Ph.D. thesis on 
Eugene O'Neill and on Broadway produced 
a “King Lear" with Louis Calhem, Strind- 
berg's “The Father” (in which Grace Kdly 
made her debut), and works by Jean Giraii- 
doux and Christopher Fry. He has written 
many TV mini-series, including one called 
“World War 111,” and will shortly do one on 
Aristotle Onassis. He served in Italy in 
World War II and his brother died at Gua- 
dalcanal 

“What I am trying to say in The Sun Also 
Rises' is that nobody escapes from a war. 
The vein that I’m Uying to dig out of it is the 
scar that war leaves on everybody. I wrote a 
lot that I thought Hemingway would appre- 
ciate” 

He has added a stronger story line to what 
be considers Hemingway’s impressionistic 
style and has padded the story to last four 
hours. Where Hemingway had one tart, Jo- 
seph has two. The amiable and minor Count 


Mippipopolous becomes a Russian assassin 
for the fate czar, and Jake’s sidekick Bill 
becomes “a more colorful man who’s just 
looking for a marvelous way to finish whai 
he didn't do in the war. which is get killed.” 

No bulls are killed in the bullfights, there 
is little smoking, and there would have been 
□o drinking if Joseph hadn't fired off a 
memo to NBC. “I said taking drinking from 
Hemingway's ‘The Sun Also Rises' — you 
might jusi as well take the Jews out of the 
Holocaust, the whales out of ‘Moby Dick.* 
slavery out of the Civil War. 1 mean. 1 went 
on and on. I think it's the best writing I've 
ever done.” 

There will be seven breaks for commer- 
cials in each two-hour segment. “I’ve written 
absolutely phony act curtains. They're false 
but Picasso once said an is the lie that tells 
the truth. I try to find the right lie before the 
Cadillac commercial. 

“At least we have on a classy show like this 
what they call bumpers. A bumper is when a 
scene ends and before we go into a commer- 
cial we frame it. What we're conceiving here, 
because we never want our audience to for- 
get it's about World War 1. is every act break 
will have an impressionistic version of some- 
thing we have seen earlier in the piece.” 

S ometimes you don't get bumpers. Joseph 
had none on “World War 111,” his mini- 
series about the end of the world, which 
closes with the Russians and Americans, 
through miscalculation, each pressing the 
button. “I cut to Red Square where kids arc 
playing and to some park in Washington 
where kids are playing and then go to black. 
But there were no bumpers on that show so 
we went from the end of the world — on my 
brother's grave 1 tell you this is true — wc 
went from the end of the world to a Sccu's 
toilet-paper advertisement without a heat.

[he Cross-Cultural Celebration of a U.S. Dance Anniversary

i T EW YORK — There are many ways to celebrate a 50th 

L I anniversary. You can cut your cake and eat h, too, looking 
back upon the glorious pasL And certainly the American 
n Dance Festival, a fountainhead of creativity in modem 
'ce. has that past. The festival, conceived at Bennington College in 
4 long resident at Connecticut College and now based at Duke 
iversiiy, in Durham, North Carolina, is nonetheless marking its 
Jen anniversary this summer in a number of unexpected ways. It 
Hiking around more than backward. 

cveral dance companies from Asia as well as Europe are joining 
ltf rican dance troupes in the festival's performance season, and, in 
liiion. 1 3 choreographers from Asia, Africa, Mexico and Europe 
c been especiall y invited to join the celebration. The idea, and it

from a novice. In conversation, Shanna turns out to be a sophisticat- 
ed professional with a background in I ndia that is highly interesting. 
’He has also spent a year studying in New York with Hanya Holm, 
Ahvin Nikolais and Murray Loins. He was a student at the Jacob’s 
Pillow Dance Festival and he has danced with Claudia Gittleman's 
Dance Company in New York. 

As is often the case with visitors from Asia, they know more about 
us than we do about them. Shanna has had wide exposure to 
American modem dance both in India — where Martha Graham, 
Cunningham. Louis and others have toured — and in his studies 
abroad. He is more than up on his family-tree information about the 
origins of modem dance (he mentions the famous tour or India in 
192S by Ruth SL Denis and Ted Shawn). He is a perfect example of 
what the festival is dying to do this summer. This is “to reveal the 
international influence of American modem dance,” as noted in a 
specially published booklet. 

What is revealing are the surprising connections that someone like 
Shaima can bring into relief. He is the son of Narenda Shanna, a 
choreographer in New Delhi who beads his own company, the 
Bhoomika Dance Theater. Now a choreographer and dancer known 
for his own experimentation, die younger Shanna was trained in the 
technique his father derived from his own studies at the Almora 
SchooL That was the school directed in 1939-42 by the late Uday 
Shankar, whom, many Americans knew as India's great dance experi- 
mentalist. Shankar’s productions were highly theatrical, infused with 
contemporary forms and traditional imagery and idioms. As Bharat 
Shaima emphasizes, the school was a center of intense experimenta- 
tion in that four-year-period. 

What is fascinating is that in evolving his own technique and 
creative process. Uday Shankar used what he had hims elf absorbed 
during his stay in England at Dartmgton HaH. the famed am school 
run by Dorothy EhnhbsL an American, and her husband. Leonard. 


German modern dancers such as Kurt Jooss were resident ai Darl- 
ington in the 1930s, and the composition classes and improvisation 
Shankar incorporated into his school “were influenced by the Wig- 
man technique and Dalcroze method,” Shanna notes. 

Mrs. ElmHrst was also a patron of the Bennington Festival, where 
the Americanized strain of German modern dance was represented 
by Mary Wigman’s disciple; Hanya Holm — the recipient of this 
year’s $25,000 Samuel H. Scrrpns- American Dance Festival Award 
for lifetime achievement in modern dance. Thus, given (he younger 
Shanna's relation through bis father and Uday Shankar to the 
German modern dance movement at Dartingion, it was no accident 
that he chose to study in New York with Holm, and her own former 
student Nikolais. 

Improvisation remains crucial to Shaima today as the starting 
point in creating his own dances. Infused with what he calls an 
Indian sensibility, his dances are part of the modern dance sensibility 
as well. In Nikolais, he finds the same approach, emblematic of 
modem dance, that is his father’s —“namely that the choreographer, 
dancer and creator are bom at the same point —the point where the 
student enters the class. This goes against classical techniques, where 
all is already seL”

As usual the festival's emphasis is on training dancers and further- 
ing creativity. This year, a special commission goes to Chuck Davis,

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R OME — Nothing special has been 
announced for Rome' s spring and 
summer visitors: No spectacular 
-museum exhibitions, no major se- 
ries of concerts or operas in preparation, no 
anniversary to be celebrated with fanfares, 
fancy costumes and fireworks. 

Is this necessarily a bad thing for the 
traveler? This temporary Roman would say 
that it leaves the visitor nothing to enjoy but 
Rome, and that has been a good thing for a 
millennium or two. And, given the spirit of 
improvisation of the city's cultural authori- 
ties, the customary summer festival will in- 
deed be put together at the last minute. 

With a little imagination, any visitor can 
put together his own cultural festival. An 
exhibitions, for instance, need not confine 
you to a museum or gallery — the treasures 
of Rome are so manifold that you can assem- 
ble your own. 

T ake, for example, the works of Gian 
Lorenzo Bernini and Francesco Borro- 
mini, the two great Baroque architects who 
transformed the face of this city — and 
architecture in general — in the 17th centu- 
ry. A leisurely and edifying walk of one or 
two days can encompass many of their major 
works. 

St. Peter’s Square is the place to begin. 
The colonnade that surrounds the square is 
the work of Bernini, as is the fountain to the 
left of the obelisk. Bernini was the last in the 
succession of great architects, beginning 
with Michelangelo, to put a master hand to 
the basilica itself. In doing so, he trans- 
formed what started out as a masterpiece of 
Renaissance architecture into a masterpiece 
of Baroque. 

Inside the church, Bernini created the 
Chair of St Peter, which incorporates the 
traditional throne of the pope, and the bal- 
dachin, or canopy, that surmounts the [ 
altar on four spiral bronze col umns. 
monument of Urban Vffl to the right behind 
the chair and that of Alexander vll to the 
left between the chair and the canopy show 
Bernini as a sculptor. Finally, the large Cha- 
pel of the Blessed Sacrament has a wrought- 
iroa gate by Borromini and a gilded bronze 
tabernacle by Bernini. 

Leaving the Vatican in the direction of 
Castel Sant* Angelo, you will arrive at Ber- 
nini's Ponte Sant’ Angelo, a bridge across the 
Tiber lined with statues of angels. Cross it 


and continue up Corso Vittorio Emanuele II 
toward Piazza Venezia. A few blocks from 
the river, on your left, is the Chiesa Nuova. 
To the left of this well-known church of the 
Counter-Reformation stands the ingenious- 
ly curved facade of the Oratory, which Bor- 
romini designed to form an architectural 
whole with the older church. Up one block 
on the Via del Filipp ini is the Piazza deli'Or- 
ologio, named after the curved clock tower 
with which Borromini lopped the building's 
other facade. 

A walk of a few blocks up the winding and 
lively Via del Goverao vecchio leads to 
Piazza Navona, which contains major works 
of both the great architects. No doubt tbe 
legend that links Borromini’s Qiuich of Sl 
A gnes to Bernini's Fountain of the Four 
Rivers is pure fancy, but it is amusing to 
recall that the statue representing the Nile is 
supposed to be averting its eyes from the 
sight of the church’s facade, and that the 
figure representing the River Plate is said to 
hold up his mighty arm to keep the church 
from falHng on him 

Leaving the Piazza Navona by the short 
street opposite the fountain will take you 
onto Corso del Rinascimento. Cross it to the 
Arehivio di Stato, which is identified by a 
plaque. Through the portal, across the court- 
yard. rises the Church of Sl Ivo, with its 
extraordinary spiral tower, a Borro mini mas- 
terpiece. It is open only Saturday afternoon 
and during Sunday morning Mass; at other 
times a caretaker, whose office is to tbe right 
of the portal will let visitors in (the standard 
tip is 1,000 lire, or about 60 cents). 

Bock on the street, turn right and into the 
Via degli Staderari. Two piazzas up is the 
Piazza della Minerva, with Bernini's monu- 
ment composed of a small and charming 
marble elephant that carries on his bade an 
Egyptian obelisk of the sixth century B.G 

.The Via del Corso is reached by walking 
along the right flank of the Minerva Chinch. 
Cross it and turn left into Vicdo delTUmilti, 
which changes its name to Via della Dataria 
and takes you to tbe Quirinal the presiden- 
tial palace. A walk down the Via del Qmrin- 
ale takes you past two of the greatest Ba- 
roque churches, both on the right side: 
Bernini's Sant* Andrea al Quirinale and Bor- 
romini's San Carlo alle Quattro Fontane. 

"p iazza Navona is one of tbe world’s great 
L sources of ice cream. The most famous 
treat is Tie ScalinTs tartufo, a chocolate- 
covered chocolate ice cream ball with a can- 


died cherry at its center, covered with 
whipped cream. A bargain at 3.500 Ore. 

Bui the cognoscenti go to either of ibe two 
ice-cream establishments on the Via di Tor 
Millina, the Navona and Da Quin to. 

F or something more substantial the itin- 
erary offers varied possibilities. At the 
upper end of the price scale, there is Taverna 
Giulia, at Vicolo dell’Oro 23, off the right 
ride of Corso Vittorio as you head from the 
Vatican to the Chiesa Nuova. (tel: 656-9768; 
reservations are a good idea because the 
restaurant is small and well-known.) Special- 
ties are the fish dishes of the Genoa region 
and the preparations of pasta with pesto, a 
basil-basal sauce. Gosed Sunday mid Au- 
gust Lunch for two with house wines should 
run to about 75,000 lire. 

A few blocks farther up Corso Vittorio, 
opposite Piazza Navona, is the small Piazza 
del Biscione, where the cellar restaurant Da 
Pancrazio (td: 656-1246) seems to have been 
a fixture since the rime of Julius Caesar, who 
was .assassinated nearby. The food is stan-~ 
dard Roman, excellent for the pasta course, 
less interesting subsequently. Grilled meats 


and roast lamb are good. Gosed Wednesday 
and Aug. 5 to 20. About 66,800 lire for two. 

Nearer the Quirinal at Via del Vaccaro 1, 
is Abruzzi (td: 679-3897), a modest restau- 
rant where lunch for two can be had for 
about41.700 lire. Specialties include the cold 
vegetable hors d'oeuvres, two good pasta 
dishes (tmarelH abmzzese, with mushrooms, 
peas, tomatoes and bam, and bucatini ama- 
tritiana, with bacon and tomatoes) and roast 
lamb. Closed Saturday and Auguk. 

A s for accommodations, the Hotel Rapha- 
el Largo Febc 2, near Piazza Navona 
(tel: 654-1233), has always drawn a selective 
dientde who favor its quiet, old-fashioned 
charm. They include Bettino Crajo, who 
keeps his suite there even now that he is 
prime minister. A double ranges from 
140,000 lire to 174,000 lire; single about 
90.000 lire. 

The Santa Chiara, Via Santa Chiara.21 
(td: 654-0455), near the Pantheon, offers 
doubles at about 102,000 lire ind tiding 
breakfast, and singles at about 68300 lire. 
An added convenience is the Restaurant 
Archimede, in the sam e building, which ol- 
fers good food in an old-fashioned setting. - 
Nearby, the Albeigo del Sole, Piazza deUa 
Rotonda 63 (tel: 678-0441) charges 75,000 
lire double.

I UCERNE — This summer, as always, 
thousands of people wili be drawn 
here to visit tbe haunts of William 
Tell the legendary Swiss hero who 
probably never existed. 

About 40,000 will come to. Interlaken to 
watch the play written about him by a Ger- 
man poet who never came to Switzerland. 
On Aug. 1. the Swiss national holiday, 
countless bonfires will be lit in villages, on 
montainsides and lakesbores, to edema 
distant fight for independence whose central 
figure is William Tefl. 

“For centuries, Swiss historians have 
fought an endless battle over William Tell 
exhausting themselves in the search of docu- 
ments and the publication oT fat tomes,** 
says Catherine Santsdri, a Geneva archivist. 

The legend was first debunked in 1760, 
when n book written anonymously by a 
clergyman, Uriel Frcudenbeiger, traced the 
tale back to the Nordic saga of Toko, one of 
the archers of Blue-Toothed Harold. The 
Danish script has all the details of the plot: 
the archer forced to shoot at an apple placed 
on bis child's head, a second arrow hidden to 
murder tbe tyrant, and so on. The only way 
to tell Toko from Tefl is that Toko used a 
longbow and Tdl a crossbow. 

Modern historians agree on this Nordic 
source, bat the heresy so incensed the people 
of Altdorf, where Tdl is supposed to have 
shot his arrow, that the executioner of the 
canton of Uri burned the book in the public 
square. A century later, in 1895, a monument 
to Tell was erected on that spot. 

The story of William Tdl sung in ballads 
about the time of Robin Hood, first ap- 
peared in 1470 in a manuscript bound in 
white pigskin. While the Pact of Alliance, 
sealed in 1291 by the men of Uri, Schwyz, 
and Unierwald, is treasured as the earliest 
record of the many treaties that built the 
Swiss Confederation, the 15th-century 
While Book gives the first written account of 
the litb-caatmy event 
It dwells on the abuses of the Hapsburg 
bailiffs that led the freemen to swear a pact 
of mutual defense: Since, historians nave 
shown that the documents were revised, re- 
written and sometimes antedated to justify 
the uprisings. 

The first illustration of these conflicts was 
in the 1507 Basel edition of Etterlin’s 
“Chronkum Helveticum.” One woodcut 
shows a youthful Tdl in medieval yeoman's 
tijghts, a feathered beret on his head, taking 
aim at the apple on the head of a barefoot 
child of about 2 or 3 years. 

In the tiny museum of Barglea, dose to a 
chapel built in 1582 to mark TeQ’s presumed 
homestead, engravings and everyday uten- 
sils show how the image of William Tell 
gradually dunged. The baby grows to be a 
young boy. The Ethe crossbowman becomes 
stalwart, mature, in period costume and a 
fall beard. 

The best-known image is perhaps Richard 
Kissling’s Altdorf monument, a 19th-centu- 
ry sculpture in a heroic, classical style. An- 
other compelling one, painted by Ferdinand 
Hodler in 1897, is in the Kunstmuseum of 
Solothum. Defiantly brandishing tbe cross- 
bow after murdering the tyrant, this portray- 
al captures a patriotic mood. The Swiss dur- 
ing World War 11 used it to express then- 
fierce independence. General Henri Guisan 
in 1940 gathered his officers on the grassy 
meadow of the Grutli — once purchased by 
the people’s pennies — to renew the earliest 
oath of alliance of the Swiss people.

In the late 18th centuzy, Goethe made a 
fashionab le lour of Switzerland and toyed 
with the idea of a long poem in hexameters 
about what he called the “primitive hero” 
from that “strange country.” He discussed 
the subject with Schiller, but as the W eimar 
poet turned to other subjects, it was Schiller, 
a champion of liberty, who was roused to 
work on the heroic drama. Staged by Goe- 
the, the Schiller play started a triumphal tour 
of Germany in 1804. 

Schiller struggled with the “damned sub- 
ject, of historical dements that seem to have 
been scattered by the wind, a curse for any 
poet" He ended by mag g the surroundings 
of Lake Lucerne for unity or action: the 
square at Altdorf where Tdl refuses to bow 
before the bailiffs hat and is forced to aim at 
the apple: the shores of Fluden, where the 
prisoner jumps from tbe storm-tossed boat;

Amusement Infrastructure 

Perhaps because it is a nation that insists 
on keeping children firmly in their place.

Most big cities have wonderful zoos — the 
ones in Cologne, Munich and West Berlin 
are particularly recommended — and parks.

They are open 
all day long and late at night and sdl drinks, 
candy, small toys, pencils, notepads and 
comic books. 

As for excursions to archaeological sites, 
the most popular and least tiring trip for 
children is undoubtedly the 30-mile (50-kilo- 
meter) ride along the" Athens shoreline to 
Cape Solution. There one can experience 
sunset over the Temple of Apollo and its 
coastal setting, and hear the guide recount 
how the Aegean Sea acquired its name when 
King Amis plunged down Cape Solution's 
steep cliffs, believing wrongly that his son 
had failed to kill Crete's dreaded Minotaur. 

Staying Up Late 

A Greek holiday is best known for its 
outdoor life, tavemas, caffe and beaches. 
Athens, or any place in the country, offers 
chil dren and adults alike tbe pleasure of 
dipping into the sea and coming straight to 
the table for lunch while dripping dryrn the 
sun. And if your children stay out late at 
night with you and noisily romp about, no 
locals will think of complaining Their chil- 
dren may well be outdoing yours.

GREECE 


When it comes to taking children on holi- 
days, Greece is something of a children's 
paradise: they can be. taken almost any- 
where, anytime. About the only thing the 
country doesn't have is a Disneyland. 

Greek children are seen out so late at 
night, in restaurants and cinemas or any of 
the customary entertainment spots frequent- 
ed by grown-ups. Families in Greece are 
right-knit social units, and leaving the chil- 
dren at home while parents go out is "not 
done.” The quest for baby sitters is largely 
limited to the foreign community. Conse- 
quently, don’t be surprised if you find your- 
self at a midnight movie, a coastal tavema or 
caf6 spilling over with kids playing hide-and- 
seek between table, and Great patrons not 
raising a brow in disapproval. 

However, for those who prefer to put thdr 
did dren to bed, baby-sitting is no problem. 
Most holds provide the service, otherwise 
rate can consult (he local English-language 
daily Athens News. One baby-sitting service 
is Total Care, at 2 Amalias Street, Kifissia 
(td: 8012-518 or 8084-286).

In Moscow, there is an imposing puj 
theater on tbe Garden Ring Road, wit 
easy taxi distance of most tourist hotels, 
where kids can see a show to rival any in the 
world. There are two fust-class circuses and 
an animal theater, as well as a chDden’s 
all of them first-class. The Intourist 
in your hotel can procure tickets, at a 
nominal cost 

There are simpler pleasures, accessible to 
anyone with the time. The Park of Economic 
Achievement, up Prospekt Mira in the 
northern part of the city, has a space exhibit 
that, when not closed for renovation, the all- 
purpose Soviet excuse for closed doors, has 
enough rockets and capsules to delight any 
youngster. Gorky Park, along the Moscow 
River a mile from the Kremlin, has a fair 
with a Ferris wheel, a roller coaster and a 
dozen other delights, and in the winter stroll- 
ers can watch teen-agers playing pick-up 
games of ice hockey on a rink by the river or 
share the ice-bound pathways with whole

Precaution 

Bringing smaller children to the Soviet 
Union could be a source of considerable 
strain. Even the best-planned itinerary in the 
Soviet Union is subject to sudden, unex- 
plained delays, hours of waiting in hotel 
lobbies or air terminals where there is little 
or nothing to distract tired or fractious 
youngsters. Hotel food is marginal for 
adults, much worse for those with children 
who are unaccustomed to eying new foods. 
Don't look for cornflakes at breakfast or a 
hamburger worthy of the name at lunch. Tdl 
rite kids before you come that there are no 
McDonald’s, no room service in the bold 
and little an many menus besides shish ke- 
bab, beefsteaks and chicken Kiev, and few of 
them any credit to the chef. 

The boisterousness of many Western chil- 
dren can cause frictions with the more stuffy 
guardians of Bolshevik rectitude, particular- 
ly if displayed anywhere dose to the icons or 
the revolution, siteh as Lenin’s Tomb. At the 
Bolshoi and some other theaters, children

under 12 are not admitted, though a touch of 
makeup on a 10-year-old girt will usually be 
enough to get her past. In holds, baby sitters 
are unheard of, unless you are lucky enough 
to get unusually friendly with the ‘staff. As 
for the standard Intourist itineraries, they 
are enough to strain the patience of the most 
attentive Westerner, much more so that of a 
child. Many are the young tourists in Mos- 
cow who have staged a revolution of their 
own when confronted by yet another muse- 
um or monastery. 

In a nutshell, die Soviet Union is not the 
place to come for fun. For anyone with a 
serious interest in culture, history or politics, 
there can be few better places to go. But if 
your children are a major consideration in 
your pl anning it might be best to head 
elsewhere. Russia and Its revolution win still 
be around for them to explore later on, and 
there is a strong chance that you will enjoy 
the experience far better without them.

CHINA 


Asia is a strenuous place to travel with 
children, with its crowded facilities and of- 
ten primitive sanitation. But the Chinese are 
fond of children and will often go oat of their 
way to make h easier. 

The most worthwhile sights in China, like 
temples and museums, bore children too 
young to take in the sweep of history. But 
kids enjoy climbing the Great Wall north erf 
Beijing (x- inspecting tbe stone animals at the 
Ming tombs. Tbe best excursion is to the 
Beijing Zoo, with its collection of Otina’s 
indigenous animals from pandas to tigers 
and crocodiles. No child can resist tbe play- 
ful black and white panda, or big bearcat, as 
it is called in Chinese. But children should 
not overlook tbe smaller species of fawn- 
colored pandas, which more resemble rac- 
coons. 

Children will like rowing the rented boats 
on tbe lakes at Beihai Pari: or the Summer 
Palace. Older ones can also visit the recon- 
structed Ming dynasty observatory south of 
Changan Boulevard in eastern Beijing. They 
may roller skate with the Chinese in Ritan 
(Temple of the Son) Park, though the body 
contact sometimes gets rough. 

Souvenirs 

China is a good place to start or expand a 
stamp collection. Go to tbe China Stamp 
Company at 28 Donghuamen Street or to tbe 
nearest post office. Other souvenirs for chil- 
dren include enamel- badges, T-shirts embla- 
zoned with- Chinese calligraphy and floppy 
olive drab army caps with red plastic stars. 

The Xinhua bookstore at 214 Wangfujing 
Street sells Chinese fairy tales and picture 
books translated into English an the ground 
floor, and wall posters on the second floor. 
The Friendship Store, Much caters to for- 
eign tourists, stocks bright paper kites 
shaped like butterflies. If yon don’t have 
pacifist scruples, tbe Chinese make toy AK- 
47s, modeled on the assault rifle erf the Chi- 
nese army, and email wind-up tanks and 
airplanes. 

Be selective when shopping with young 
children, for the paint on toys is not always 
lead-free nor is the stuffing secure in some 
stuffed animals. You should inspect toys to 
make sure that (hey have no sharp edges or 
other hidden hazaros. 

Egg Rolls and Orange Pop 

Chinese food need not be a problem be- 
cause you can order a variety erf communal 
dishes that will let a chil d pick aid choose. 
Especially popular with kids. ere tbe ravioli- 
like boded, dump Hugs (jiaodxf), crisp, fried 
egg rolls (dtunjuan). sweet and sour pork 
[pdao mu) and noodles. Vegetables are 
cooked more imaginatively than m tbe Unit- 
ed States. Children like to e x p e rim ent with 
chopsticks. The local orange soda pop, 
called qishtd, also goes down wdL 

Unlas children are already accustomed to 
them, avoid spicy dishes from 'Sichuan or 
Hunan that singe a young palate. Needless 
to say, children loathe dishes fikestewed sea 
sings, snake soup or braised dog meaL 

Entertainment for chOdrea is limited, al- 
though they will enjoy the jugglers and acro- 
bats. Try watching the Bering acrobatic 
troupe at 36 Dazhalan Street. If you want to 
go to a Chinese opera, select one of the 
lighter performances about the fabled mon- 
key lank which will include plenty of martial 
arts ana other action. 

Practical Matters 

If you want to leave your child in the hotel 
room, ask the floor attendant about baby- 
sitting. A maid can also sometimes be found 
to tit in die room. Tbe routine for baby- 
sitting varies from one hotel to the next, so it 
is best to inquire early. 


Traveling families needing disposable dia- 
pers, infant formula and bottled baby food 
will have to bring these items along, because 
they are not available in China Baby sup- 
plies can be purchased in Hong Kong or 
Tokyo, each a frequent stop before entering

INDIA 


No child should visit India without riding 
an elephant or a camel and riding in a tonga. 
Elephant rides are available for a pittance at 
the Delhi zoo, which is not a bad zoo in its 
own right. Hotels can also advise on ele- 
phant rides. 

A tonga is a two-wheeled horse carl of the 
type used for centuries in this country. Most- 
ly. you find them in the old cities of northern 
India. They tilt up in the front, and half the 
passengers sit facing forward, half back- 
ward. Tbe tonga provides a good way for 
tourists, young and old, to plunge safely into 
the bustle of Indian bazaars. Children obvi- 
ously should go with adults. Tongas can 
easily be hired cheaply in Old Delhi, and 
near Connaught Place m New Delhi 

Trains, Toy and Real 

One erf Delhi’s more unexpected treats for 
children is to outdoor museum complete 
with a toy-train ride: And for that matter, a 
train ride from, say. Delhi to Agra would be 
a treat for any child. The fares are cheap 
(though you have to get up early) and for a 
car-ferried generation that doesn't know 
much about trains, India is the place: Rail is 
still the main way of getting around. Air- 
conditioned coaches don't cost much more 
than those that are not 

All over Delhi and other cities, particular- 
ly in tourist areas, there are jugglers, snake 
charmers, dancing bears, monkey acts and so 
forth. Older children also are attracted by 
the broad beaches and clean waters of Goa, 
where beachside houses rent very reason- 
ably. 

Many Western kids may not take loo 
readily to spicy Indian food. But better hotel 
restaurants proride Western meals. In Delhi 
there are even two fast-food places for teen- 
agers who need a quick fix: Nirulas, which 
doubles as the Baskm-Robbins of India and 
a pizza parlor, and Pizza King, a new place 
that is just what it sounds like. Both are 
around Connaught Place. 

Words of Caution 

Always, always keep a dose eye on what 
you eat and drink in India. Nothing is guar- 
anteed to produce sick children (and adults, 
for that matter) more quickly than careless- 
ness on this score. This means no salads, no 
fresh vegetables and no fruit or peel able 
vegetables that you haven't peeled yourself. 
B anan as are great, because they are almost 
foolproof. 

No matter what precautions you take, 
however, chances are that some member of 
the family will get some form of intestinal 
infection anyway. In the most expensive ho- 
tels, the hotel can provide a competent doc- 
tor for this or other medical problems. Most 
embassy's health units, including the Ameri- 
can Embassy’s, do not cater to tourists or 
even to non-governmental residents of Del- 
hi In Delhi, tee best bet — better even than 
the hotel doctors — is East-West Medical 
Center at 38 Golf Links. It has 24-hour out- 
patient and emergency service with good 
doctors. White it is srnaH, and not at all 
elaborate, it is a complete hospital and the 
most reliable place in town. 

The best disposable diapers are available 
from the Childcare chain. Turned infant for- 
mula is manufactured by Nestle. Glaxo and 
a milk cooperative called AmuL ('Bottled 
baby food is not yet made in India.) The 
quality of tbe diapers and formula is consid- 
ered satisfactory by visitors; a box of 10 
diapers costs the rupee equivalent of about 
me-pounc 
about $250 to S3. 

All the major holds can provide baby 
titters, with prices ranging from $2 to $4 an 
hour. For an extended stay it is also possible 
to arrange for an ayah, an Indian nursemaid 
and companion, to stay with children.

CAIRO 


Egyptians love children. They drag them 
almost everywhere, and there are few places 
where children are not welcome. Western 


parents, however, should consider a few 
drawbacks when contemplating a trip to 
Egypt with children. 

Infants or very young tots hare difficulty 
coping with the summer’s relentless heat 
Infants in particular tend to get overheated 
quickly unless they are protected and shaded 
from the sun. 

Food can also be a problem. While some 
kinds of prepared baby food are available in 
grocery shops in Cairo and Alexandria, 
Western-style bottled baby food is rarely 
available outside of metropolitan areas. 
Even in Cairo, bottled batty food with meat 
can be hard to find. If your child is a finicky 
eater, bring your own provisions. 

Also, Cairo is short of clean green spaces 
on which small children can play. There are 
few parks in this overpopulated city, and the 
streets are very dirty. 

Precautions 

Small children should be frequently re- 
minded about the importance of keeping 
dean. They must be warned not to pet the 
cats and dogs that abound in the streets and 
alleys of Cairo. These animals could be rabid 
and usually cany fleas. If your children 
cannot be dissuaded from petting these 
mangy but sometimes lovable beasts, you 
might consider the two-shot anti-rabies se 1 
ries, which is being recommended for chil- 
dren of U.S. Embassy personnel stationed in 
Cairo. 

Horseback Riding 

What child would not love a ride on a 
carad at the Pyramids? Or a ride on horse-, 
back in the desen nearby? The camds are 
quite safe; children and beasts are carefully 
escorted around more treacherous holes and 
obstacles in the camel's course. 

Most of the stables near the Pyramids 
offer guided horseback rides through the 
desert and around the Pyramids. Unless the 
child is a very experienced rider, a guide is 
advisable, since a favored pastime of young 
Egyptian riders is to gallop through the de- 
sert. whooping and yowling in cowboy fash- 
ion. which rattles other horses and inexperi- 
enced riders. If you want your children to 
ride safely, they should bring their own hard 
hats, which are difficult to rcnL 
There is also a good amusement park, 
known as Cookie Park, near the Pyramids 
that offers an assortment of rides and enter- 
tainment. 

Cairo has a sprawling, rundown but still 
marvelous, zoo in Giza, where children and 
adults can comfortably and cheaply spend 
an afternoon. It is one of the few zoos in the 
world where children are permitted, indeed, 
encouraged to feed all the animals. Food is 
sold in front of most animal cages. It is even 
possible to feed the zoo’s hippopotamus. 

Snorkeling 

If your children love the sea and are fairly 
good swimmers, they will love the Sinai 
whose shores offer some of tee best snorkel- 
ing anywhere in tee world. Camping in the 
Sinai is an inexpensive and delightful family 
vacation. 

In Cairo, children old enough to walk 
seem to adore roaming through the Khan al- 
Khalih. Cairo's sprawling b azaar , In some 
shops, they can watch glass being blown and 
brass pots being fashioned. The bazaar’s 
endless array of colors, scents and tastes 
fascinates than. 

Most of the major hotels offer baby-sitting 
services. But finding a baby titter otherwise 
is difficult. 

Emergencies 

Should your child become ill, almost every 
major hotel has a doctor on call In addition, 
there are medical centers throughout the 
city, though English is not usually spoken at 
mosL There is a good hospital in math, a 
somewhat distant Cairo suburb where many 
foreigners live, and many of the staff there 
Speak English. The Anglo-American Hospi- 
tal, aear the Cairo Tower in Zamalek, is also 
a possibility. In an emergency call the U3. 
Embassy for advice on where to find En- 
glish-speaking doctors. 

Children can be found among the guests 
in almost all restaurants. They are inftuiat- 
ingjy well-behaved, perhaps because they are 
constantly being cuddled by members of 
Egyptian extended families. A special treat 
are Cairo’s many outdoor restaurants, suefi 
as Andrea’s, just out of town by the Pyra- 
mids. where children can watch chickens 
being roasted on giant spits over large onea 
pits. 

Finally, children can expect to.be warmly 
welcomed in Egypt, especially if they are 
blond. Egyptians are fascinated by blond 
children and constantly want to touch 
This may surprise and frighten the uninitiat- 
ed. but no harm is intended or done. Egypt i« 
relatively crime-free, and Egyptians tend to 
be very helpful to strangers. gg

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IMF Chief 
Calls for 
Rate Cut

GENEVA The managing di- 
_ rector of the International Mone- 
tary Fund issued an urgent call 
Thursday for lower interest rates 
and major cuisin tbe budget defi- 
cits of several nations, including 
the United States. 

Jacques de Larosjfcre e^eciaDy 
criticized “excessive government 
'borrowing'’ in the Umted States 
and other major industrial nations. 

He ' told the UN Economic and 
Social Council that the failure to 
reduce interest rates would jeopar- 
dize global economic recovery and 
compound the problems of Third 
World debtor natipn; 

“From the standpoint of both 
the developing countries and the 
industrial co un fines, there is an ur- 
gent need for policies effectively 
designed to yield lower interest 
rates (m a noninflationary basis,” 
he said. “Under existing circum- 
stances, this dearly cannot be done 
by any manipulation of monetary 
poBcy but requires a major reduc- . 
tion m structural budget deficits." 

Mr. de Larosiftre said the major 
countries have made only “limited 
and uneven" progress on reducing 
deficit spending. 

He added that fiscal imbalances 
and competition between excessive 
government borro tying require- 
ments ami private demands for 
credit generated tensions in finan- 
cial markets. 

Mr. de Larosi&re said high inter- 
est rates impede growth in the in- 
dustrial nations and threaten the 
chances of Third World debtors 
and other countries for recovery. 

In the past two years long-term 
-interest rates in the major industri- 
al countries exceeded tbe rate of 
inflation by about 55 percentage 
points, he said. 

Nonofl. developing countries are 
expected to increase economic out- 
put this year by 3i percent with 
some further acceleration in 1985, 
he said. 

“Nevertheless, given tbe Emits to 
external financing and the stfil 
heavy debt-service burdens faring 
many countries, growth rates in 
prospect for the developing coun- 
tries remain well below those 
achieved in earlier yean,” Mr. de 
Larostere said.

LONDON — The U.S. dollar hit 
new records in Europe and New 
York against the British pound and 
the Italian lire Thursday and 
forged ahead against all other ma- 
jor currencies. 

Gold prices fell to a near two- 
year low in London and a six- 
month low in Zurich. 

Dealers attributed the dollar's 
strength to general expectations ol 
a new rise in U.S. interest rates. 

The plight of the pound, de- 
pressed also by Britain’s 16- week- 
old miners’ strike, prompted specu- 
lation that British interest rates 
may rise. 

The dollar dosed in London at 
1829 Deutsche marks, up from 
2.8170 overnight while the pound 
ended at a record low of 13269 
after dosing at 13360 on Wednes- 
day. The yen dosed ai 240.40 in 
London, compared with 239.45. 

In Frankfurt, the dollar was 
2.8284 DM in late trading, up from 
2.8215 the previous dose. In Paris, 
the dollar was fixed at 8.694 francs, 
up from 8.627 previously, while in 
Tokyo, the dollar ended at 240.475 
yen.' compared with 239.45 on 
Wednesday. 

In New York, the mark closed at 
2.8345, compared with 2.8155 on 
the previous trading day. The mar- 


ket was dosed Wednesday. Tbe 
pound dosed at 13135. compared 
with 1.3358. 

The dollar hit a record high 
against the Italian currency for the 
second straight day, dosing at 
1,73935 lire, up from Wednesday's 
late price of 1.730.75 lire. 

The U.S. currency hit a 10-year 
high against the Dutch guilder, a 
near seven-year high against the 
Swiss franc and a six-month high 
against the Deutsche mark. 

Bullion dosed 55 down in Zurich 
at $364.50. Il was the same price in 
London, a fall of $4.75 in a day. 

Brendan Brown, an analyst with 
London slock brokers Phillips & 
Drew, said the dollar’s strength was 
the pound's main adversary but 
other factors added to its fall 

The pound's trade-weighted in- 
dex dosed at 783, down from 78L6 
Wednesday and its lowest since 
March 1983. 

National Westminster Bank's 
chief economist, David Kern, said 
the British government faces the 
difficult choice or allowing tbe 
pound to slip, with possible infla- 
tionary implications, or raising in- 
terest rates. If a rise in rates is 
chosen, he said, it would be a mod- 
erate Vs to 1 percent from the cur- 
rent 914-peroent level But he said a 
rise would be short-lived.

Japan Resumes 
Iran OH Imports

TOKYO —Japan’s four ma- 
jor trading bouses havestgned a 
contract with National I ranian 
03 Corp. to import aboot 5 
million barrels of Iranian crude 
oil for the first time in two 
months, industry sources said 
Thursday. 

The four firms involved in 
the spot purchase were said to 
be Mitsui Sc Co., Marubeni 
Corp., Itoman &Co.andToyo 
Menka Kaisha. This is the first 
shipment of Iranian 03- to Ja- 
pan since early May, when 
tankers near the Gulf War re- 
gion were attacked by war- 
planes. 

The sale was completed de- 
spite a report by a major trad- 
ing company that Iran has 
failed to pay interest on loans 
provided by Japanese banks to 
finance a riant petro chemical 
project in thecountry.

goods relatively cheaper abroad. 

The dollar did stumble a bit in 
the first quarter but has since re- 
bounded. According to analysts at 
Morgan Guaranty, by the end of 
June it had risen by 3.4 percent 
from the end of last year against a 
basket of currencies. 

As in the past, high and rising 
interest rales relative to those in 
other countries are fueling the dol- 
lar’s continued surge.

WIMBLEDON. England - 
Martina Navratilova and Chris 
Evert Lloyd, the two top seals, 
advanced to the final of the wom- 
en’s singles at the All-England ten- 
nis championships Wednesday 
with straight-sets victories over 
Kathy Jordan and Hana Mandli- 
kova, respectively. 

Evert crushed Mandlikova, 6-1. 
6-2, while Navratilova, the defend- 
ing champion who is going for a 
fifth singles title here, downed Jor- 
dan. 6-3, 6-4. 

Jordan put up the best resistence 
of the tournament to Navratilova, 
playing with determination and 
fighting for every pant 

But Navratilova, who had never 
lost to the American in 1 1 previous

meetings, registered two crucial 
service breaks — one in each set — 
and held ha own serve with ease. 

The first-set break came in the 
sixth game after the pair had bat- 
tled to deuce: Navratilova pulled a 
forehand service return down the 
line and dosed ont the break with a 
forehand cross-court pass. 

The champion held for 5-2, but 
Jordan saved a set point with a 
first-serve winner in the following 
game. 

Two more set points came Nav- 
ratilova’s way in the ninth game, 
when she served for the set. Jordan 
saved the first but could not re- 
trieve an accurate smash. 

In the second set, Navratilova 
got ha break in the thir d °amg, and 
Jordan’s challenge was all but ova. 
All the Czech- born naturalized 
American had to do to read) the 
final was hold ha service, and she 
did so ruthlessly. 

She served four love games, in- 
cluding the encounter's last game, 
when she had three match points 
but needed only one when Jordan 
netted a service return. 

Navratilova's meeting with Even 
on Saturday will be the fourth time 
they have met in the final here. 
Navratilova has won every time. 

“If 1 can serve and volley like 
that, Fm not going to lose." she 
said. “But I have played enough 
matches ova the years to know' 
what Chris can do. 

“She has not been playing that 
well on any surface [this year], but 


she's been gelling better and belter 
with each match here.” 

After ha match against Evert, a 
dejected Mandlikova walked from 
the court alone — bypassing Wim- 
bledon’s tradition of players' exit- 
ing together — and declined to give 
the obligatory post-match iota- 

view. 

Navratilova criticized her forma 
compatriot for slinging ha equip- 
ment bag ova ha should a and 
striding from the conn by herself. 
“You just don't do that,” she said. 
“It’s so unprofessional — it’s not 
even thought of. She just has no 
respect for anybody.” 

Navratilova said she did not ex- 
pect Evert to win so easily. "What 
happened mil there was quite re- 
markable,” she said. “She couldn’t 
miss and Hana couldn’t do any- 
thing right. 

“Hana put a loi of pressure on 
hersdi talking the way she’s been 
talking She was already bypassing 
Chris and talking about the finals, 
warning to best me. 

“Well, you’ve got to get there 
first-” 

On Center Conn, Evert played 
at the peak of ha form. The 29- 
year-old American, who last won 
Wimbledon in 1981 by beating 
Mandlikova in the final, took just 
45 minutes to overwhelm ha oppo- 
nent. 

Mandlikova never produced the 
touch play and exquisite stroke- 
making that had taken ha impres- 
sively into the semifinals. 

She seemed nervous and tenta- 
tive; she made a stream of unforced 
errors and whenever she came to 
the net was passed or successfully 
lobbed by an inspired Evert. 

It was the ninth time that Evert, 
the No. 2 seed, has reached the 
final of the women's tingles here. 
She won the tide in 1974, 1976 atui 
1981. 

The 23-year-old Mandlikova, 
whose all-court game was expected 
to extend Evert, basically a base- 
liner, started well by winning the 
coin toss and taking the opening 

gftmp- 

But Evert, reading Mandlikova's 
tactics uncannily, ripped off the 
next nine games to take the open- 
ing set (in which she lost only 12 
points) and surge into a 34) lead in 
the second. 

Mandlikova's timing was totally 
adrift. Netting approach shots, re- 


peatedly volleying wide and serving 
poorly. 'she missed strokes she had 
pul away easily earlier in the tour- 
nament 

But even if she had played well, 
she would have had a hard time 
beating the former champion. 

Covering the fast grass court 
magnificently. Evert frustrated re- 
trieved almost everything, and 
whenever she was in trouble she 
passed Mandlikova down the line 
or cross-court or sent up delicate 
lobs that had the No. 3 seed scurry- 
ing back io the baseline. 

Mandlikova. who had beaten 
Evert only twice in 17 previous 
meetings, served a love game to 
take the fourth game of the second 
set. But ha revival was short-lived. 

She won only one more game, 
and although she saved one match 
point when she served to stay alive 
at 2-5, a netted volley — typical of 
ha play throughout — put Even 
into the final. 

Commented Evert who held ha 
service throughout the match; “I 
think she underestimated me. Ev- 
ery time she came in, 1 passed ha. 
Maybe she got psyched up for the 
wrong match.” 

Pam ShrivCT had lately dismissed 
Even as “not the Chris of old.” 
Kathy Jordan and Mandlikova 
made similarly disparaging re- 
marks (after her quarterfinal vic- 
tory ova Jo Dune. Mandlikova 
said she thought she would beat 
Even). 

Even, 46-6 this year coming into 
the semis, is the first to acknowl- 
edge she’s sensitive about what's 
written and said of ha. 

After thrashing Mandlikova. she 
said, “Last night, somebody was 
reading a big article.

One of the two best tennis players 
in the world leaped into a netful of 
controversies al Wimbledon 
Wednesday. 

~ ‘ Fust' the young millionaire, fam- 
ous for his ungmling demeanor, 
berated a lmeswoman, demanding, 
“Arc you blind?” 

After the match, he said, “When 
she didn’t answer me, I thought she 
was deaf, too” 

He then feuded with the umpire, 
later saying, “After what happened 
today, he should never work one of 
my matches again.” 

Not satisfied, he delayed his 
match and carried his dispute aJI 
the way to the head referee — and 
wound up with a warning for 
“abuse of an official.” 

But the superstar was just warm- 
ing up. Next, he deliberately 
smashed a shot off his opponent’s 
leg while his foe’s back was turned. 
“You have to maintain respect on 
the court 

“He did that to me once in Aus- 
tralia when my back was turned,” 
was the eyc-for-an-eye explanation. 

“Now we are 1 to 1.’ 

After his match, be accused the 
Wimbledon fathers or deliberate 
prejudice, in the interests of profit, 
in their method of selecting which 
players must perform ot which 
courts. 

Now at full throttle, the man 
with the perpetually sour face be- 
gan sniping at his main adversary

but not if be behaved well. Should 
he be praised for normal good con- 
duct?" 

By now yon probably have fig-

John McEnroe — had himself quite 
a little Fourth of July party seeing 
how high he could raise British 
blood pressure. 

But McEnroe was an angel dur- 
ing Wednesday's quarterfinals. It 
was Ivan Lendl, the Czech who 
seldom says anything, who pulled 
off the spectacular McEnroe j muti- 
lation. 

Anyone who thinks Lendl is de- 
liberatriy en gage d in an all-fronts 
psychological battle to steal the 
Wimbledon spotlight from McEn- 
roe and turn McEnroe’s triumph- 
through-turmoil tactics back 
against him has complete agree- 
ment from this quarter. 

Things have been going too 
smoothly here for McEnroe to suit 

Lendl. 

McEnroe is in such a groove that 
even the penny press hasn’t gotten 
his goat. So Law's derided to try 
his hand at it. 


He knows his best chance is to 
start muddying tbe waters and 
hope McEnroe gets caught in the 
undertow. 

Even McEnroe may never have 
fired off as many warning shots in 


one day as Lendl did in his straight- 
set walkover of countryman -Tomas 
Snud. a victory that allowed him to 
move into Friday’s semifinals 
against Jimmy Connors. 

“I asked the lmeswoman if she 
was blind — tbe call was wrong by 
a foot and a half." Lendl fumed. 
“She didn’t answer — But she re- 
ported me [to tbe umpire]. Maybe 
she can read lips. ... 1 guess if you 
ask something like that you can be 
shot.” 

Lendl then launched a diatribe 
against one of Wimbledon's annual 
dead horses: the way famous play- 
ers (Bjflrn Borg Tor years, e.g,) al- 
ways play inside on Center Court 
or Court No. 1 while players with 
less crowd appeal must endure a 
match or two on the windy, noisy, 
pock-marked outside courts where 
upsets are common. 

“For two years in a row, McEn- 
roe hasn't played out there and 
Connors hasn't been there since he 
lost (outside] last year. 

“I have been on an outside court 

once each year I don’t think it 

is fair. 

“They should either say Connors 
and McEnroe are a bigger draw 
and we will put them inside and 
you will have to go outside, or they 
should say everybody is to have one 


match outside and stick to it I 
think they are doing it to keep the 
peace because Connors lost there 
last year and they don't want to 
have bad blood." 

Funny, that’s almost exactly 
what McEnroe complained of three 
years ago when Borg was inside 
and he outride. And that was the 
year, after attracting attention to 
himself and away from Borg, that 
McEnroe broke Borg’s 4] -match 
Wimbledon w inning streak in the 
finals. 

Lendl's comments did not catch 
Connors, a born shark, by surprise. 
“Tdl Lendl that after he wins the 
tournament be has a right to com- 
plain,” be snapped. 

If anything. Connors was miffed 
that the British press has bardy 
written a word about him 

“Maybe after the tournament 
you will write a story about me.” 
Connors purred. 

McEnroe was more interested in 
the new twist on Lendl's verbal 
serve. 

“I don’t understand why he'd say 
that.” be mused. 

“If anyone has gotten more than 
enough hassle around here, it’s me. 
They want to know what color toi- 
let paper I use. The way they do 
things around here is a bunch of 
nonsense.” 

Finally, warming to the offcourt 
game, McEnroe remarked; “Lendl 
looks a tittle confused right now 
about whether to attack [on grass] 
or not. 


“He’ll have to {day better to beat 

Connors I’d have drought 

Lendl would have beaten Connors 
at the U.S. Open last year.” 

McEnroe knows that last shot 
will lead to a rebirth of those Ivan 
the Choker headlines the Sun, Mir- 
ror. Star and other penny dreadfuls 
adore. 

As usual in recent years, the first 
10 days of Wimbledon have been, 
for all but the tennis-enthralled, a 
crashing bore. Ont of 248 singles 
matches played so far, only one nas 
an outride chance of being remem- 
bered beyond Sunday: Lendl’s 
five-setter against Scott Davis on 
Monday. 

Also as usual, the approach of 
the men’s semifinals coincides ex- 
actly with the arrival of genuine 
drama, tactics and psychological 
warfare. 

Whether he was Ivan the Terri- 
ble or simply Ivan the Truthful is 
probably of little import; what is of 
interest is that tbe world's No. 2- 
ranked player, wfao’d lost seven 
straight times to McEnroe before 
beating his nemesis in Paris, has 
adopted a McEnroe-style approach 
to Wimbledon. 

For Lendl, who finds tbe grass of 
Wimbledon an alien environment, 
the excursion into bad-boy games- 
manship is probably a gamble he 
can’t lose. 

Many an Englishman, annoyed 
by McEnroe over the years, now 
can snicker to himself over his pint 
and say, “How does it feel to be on 
toe other ride, John boy?”
